AXMINSTER 
Carnival fun fair on the 
Webster’s garage site 

THE rejuvenated Websters site in Axminster will 
return to active life by hosting the carnival fun¬ 
fair. 

Pulman’s View can reveal that the sheer space 
of the site was so appealing that Herbert’s Funfair 
decided to move away from its traditional base at 
Coombe Lane Car Park. 

After decades of dereliction, the prominent 
Websters site will finally serve a purpose again. 

The site is owned by Hallmark Estates (Devon) 
Limited, and director Neal Hiscocks said: “You’ll 
no doubt have been watching the progress of our 
clearance of Websters over recent months. 

“I’m delighted to report that we’re nearing 
the end of the process, so there shouldn’t be 
many more weeks before the new car park 
opens.” 

As previously reported, permission was given 
last year to turn the site into a car park for up to 
five years until a permanent solution for the site 
is found. 

Mr Hiscocks added: “In the meantime, the size 
of the space we’ve created has caught the eye of 
many parties including those with interests in the 
town’s Carnival Week. 

“Plainly, we have fewer residential neighbours 
than the usual site of the funfair in Coombe Lane 
and we were approached to be its 2015 location. 

“After talks and consultation with East Devon 
District Council, I can confirm that Herbert’s Fun¬ 
fair will indeed be occupying Websters from Sun¬ 
day, September 13th until Sunday, September 
20th, playing their part in Axminster Carnival 
Week’s activities. 

“As part of the agreement and upon departure 
on the 20th, the site is to be left tidy and litter- 
free. 

“Then shortly afterwards, we look forward to 
announcing in the local press more details about 
the operation of a spacious and brand new car¬ 
park in the most convenient and central location 
possible in the town.” 


From the editor’s chair 
Passing of another hero

WHETHER we like to admit it, we all have 
heroes. In the world of newspapers I had three 
-1 say “had “ because the last of these died last 
week, I am saddened to say. 

Those who have followed my columns over 
the years will recall that I have often written 
about the late Wally Fellender, doyen of local 
reporters in East Devon who covered the 
Axminster and Lyme patch for Pulman’s 
Weekly News for 40 years, either side of World 
War Two, in whose footsteps I followed in the 
1970s. 

Wally was my mentor and my friend. He did a 
huge amount for Axminster and it always sad¬ 
dens me that his memory has never been com¬ 
memorated. Far lesser souls have roads named 
after them. 

My ambition as a cub reporter was to become 
the Manchester United reporter for the Man¬ 
chester Evening News. I was beaten to it by 
David Meek who occupied that exalted position 


for the whole of his career. Nationally, my big 
hero was sport columnist Ian Woolridge who 
continued his brilliant column in the Daily Mail 
right up until the day he died. 

My third hero was a former editor of Pulman’s 
Weekly News , Donald Mildenhall MBE, who 
graduated to the editor’s chair of the Western 
Gazette, based in Yeovil, when it was one of the 
biggest circulating weekly papers in the coun¬ 
try. 

Donald, who died last week aged 89, was a 
giant of regional press, having been President 
of the Guild of British newspapers, represent¬ 
ing 400 different newspaper. 

He proved that a newspaper editor could also 
play a crucial part in community life, without 
compromising his journalistic principles, a pol¬ 
icy which I have always tried to emulate, not al¬ 
ways with great success. 

So very few characters are now left in my in¬ 
dustry.

OTTERY St MARY HONITON 

Opposition to homes *'We told you so’ say 
near Slade Farm the Senior Voice 


OTTERY St Mary Town Council planning commit¬ 
tee have ‘vigorously opposed' the construction of 
over 50 new homes for the over 55s, near Slade 
Farm. 

The application, which has been called unnec¬ 
essary, damaging and contrary to many East 
Devon District Council planning policies, was pre¬ 
sented in front of the committee and around 50 
concerned local residents in the public gallery. 

Issues raised concerning the application in¬ 
cluded the effect on Ottery's infrastructure, the 
validity of the application and the environmental 
effects the build would have on the area at Slade 
Farm. 

In the past residents of Ottery St Mary have 
been questioned on how many homes they 
would like to see built over the next 15 years. The 
public returned a number of 100, which the town 
council thought was unreasonable and submitted 
the figure as 300. 


HONITON Senior Voice (HSV) members say they 
have been vindicated two years after MP Neil 
Parish accused the organisation of making “spu¬ 
rious comments”. 

Mr Parish was invited to a HSV meeting in Oc¬ 
tober 2013, called to discuss privatisation of the 
NHS. 

The meeting quickly came to focus on a local 
non-emergency patient transportation contract 
awarded to private contractor NSL, and HSV 
chairman Vic Bowsher OBE said: “We have real 
concerns about this.” 

A debate developed and HSV member Tony 
Simpson presented a dossier of negative news 
articles from around the country about NSL. 

In short, Mr Simpson expressed his concern but 
Mr Parish accused him of making “spurious 
comments” and added: “I’m sure some of the 
early mistakes have been put right.” 

Last week it emerged that the contract has 
been shortened by two years. 


SEATON 

Revised homes plan 
for outskirts of town 

REVISED plans for a 20-house development on 
the outskirts of Seaton, with reduced affordable 
housing, has been backed by planners. 

Outline planning permission for up to 21 houses 
(with 40 per cent affordable housing) on land 
west of Barnard's Hill Lane has already been 
given by East Devon District Council (EDDC). 

But a revised application for up to 20 houses 
(with 25 per cent affordable housing) will be 
heard by EDDC's Development Management 
Committee today (Tuesday). 

The application has been referred to the com¬ 
mittee because Seaton Town Council disagrees 
with EDDC planning officers. 

Seaton Town Council opposes the application 
for a number of reasons, including highway con¬ 
cerns and the site being outside of the built-up 
boundary area. 

EDDC has also received seven letters of objec¬ 
tions from members of the public. 

EAST DEVON 

Not fit for purpose 

THE organisation responsible for the closure 
of in-patient hospital beds in Axminster and 
Ottery St Mary has been declared “not fit for 
purpose”. 

The damning verdict comes from The Na¬ 
tional Health Service Commissioning Board

Supporting a nationwide call from the Seafar¬ 
ers UK charity and the Merchant Navy Associa¬ 
tion, the UK Merchant Navy's official flag, the Red 
Ensign, was flying on public buildings and land¬ 
mark flagstaffs across the land last week to 
mark Merchant Navy Day. 

With full endorsement from the Seafarers UK 
charity’s president, HRH The Earl of Wessex, 
Somerset County councillor Christopher Le 
Hardy and Chelsea White, a representative of the 
Youth Parliament, raised the Red Ensign outside 
County Hall at 10am on Thursday.

As an island nation, the UK relies on Merchant 


Navy seafarers for 95 per cent of its imports, in¬ 
cluding half the food we eat. The UK has the 
largest ports industry in Europe, with 75 per cent 
of our exports shipped from UK ports. Some of 
which supported the campaign by encouraging 
visiting ships to sound their horns at 10am today. 

It is hoped that Merchant Navy Day will become 
a celebrated annual event with local authorities 
and public buildings across the land paying 
thanks to seafarers on this day. 

Councillor Lawrence said: “Somerset County 
Council is proud and honoured to support Mer¬ 
chant Navy Day. Too often, seafarers are the for¬ 
gotten or invisible service.

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Somerset councils join forces to outline 
case for devolution deal with government 


SOMERSET County Council and 19 
partners across the region last week out¬ 
lined their case for a devolution deal 
which would benefit the South West and 
the whole of the UK. 

A “Statement of Intent” has been submitted to 
government in response to its appetite to devolve 
powers and budgets from Westminster. With key 
themes of economic growth; health, social care and 
wellbeing; and infrastructure and local resilience, 
the document is not a fully worked-up proposal, 
but sets the scene for discussions with government 
about what powers could be devolved. 

It has been prepared by Somerset and Devon 
local authorities and follows meetings held in Au¬ 
gust, kicked-off by a devolution summit organised 
by Somerset County Council. 

In total, 20 local partners are involved in the sub¬ 
mission, which will have the support and endorse¬ 
ment of the business community through the Heart 
of the South West Local Enterprise Partnership, 
which covers Devon, Plymouth, Somerset and Tor- 
bay. 

Councillor John Osman, leader of the county 
council, who called the initial August summit, said: 
“A lot of authorities have done a lot of work in a 
very short time to prepare this document - that’s 
another example of what can be achieved when au¬ 
thorities in the region pull together where we have 
common ground. 

“These are very early stages, but we are ambi¬ 
tious and believe that devolution would help us 
create jobs, build the right infrastructure and make 
progress on key issues like health and social care 
integration. 


“We have shared goals with our partners and will 
be working very closely with them in the coming 
weeks and months to move things forward.” 

Speaking on behalf of Somerset’s five district 
councils, Councillor John Williams, leader of 
Taunton Deane Borough Council, added: “This is 
a fantastic opportunity for all Authorities across 
Somerset to accept devolved powers with budgets 
and demonstrate we can deliver improved out¬ 
comes for our community. 

“In getting this joint statement together we have 
seen remarkable cross-council and cross-border 
working. With those shared aims already evident 
it augurs well for the preparation of the fully 
worked up details for our devolution proposals yet 
to come. 

“This is all about Somerset councils working to¬ 
gether to maximise opportunities to enable us to 
punch above our weight. The level of cooperation 
between all Somerset councils is to be applauded. 
We now have our statement of intent which sets 
out how we can take control of the all-important 
themes proposed and move to a fully worked up 
submission. The need to deliver better outcomes 
for our communities is paramount.” 

Steve Hindley, chairman of the Heart of the South 
West Local Enterprise Partnership commented: 
“The Heart of the South West LEP is delighted to 
be a partner alongside the local authorities in their 
proposed deal for devolution. 

“We will be actively supporting and continuing 
to work with business to bring about step-change 
in investment to leverage transformational growth, 
generate more prosperity and unleashing the area’s 
economic potential.”

Hotel launches walking 
rugby for the over 50s 


CRICKET St Thomas Hotel, near 
Chard, is introducing walking rugby to 
the over 50s. 

Warner Leisure Hotels invited Rugby 
World Cup winner Martin Corry to 
raise the profile of the sport before in¬ 
troducing walking rugby to the Somer¬ 
set hotel’s activity programme.

Somerset County Council’s Fostering Team will be 
holding an information session at Taunton’s Holiday 
Inn Express on Saturday, September 12th between 
10am and 12noon. Anyone thinking about fostering 
is encouraged to come along to find out more, and 
meet current foster carers and social workers. 

You need to have at least one spare room and en¬ 
thusiasm to provide a stable, supportive home to be¬ 
come a foster carer for brothers and sisters. 

Between April 2014 and March 2015,53 groups of 
siblings - totalling 135 children - were in need of fos¬ 
ter care placements in the county. 

Of these, two groups of siblings, identified as need¬ 
ing to be placed together, had to be placed separately 
due to the shortage of carers able to support sibling 
groups. 

A local, long-term fostering family is sought for 
Adrian, Anna and Ben, whose greatest wish is to be 
able to live together in the Taunton area. 

Currently they are having to live separately. Adrian 
and Anna are intelligent and caring children who are 
both loving and affectionate towards Ben whenever 
they have contact with him. 


They are very open children who are able to express 
how they are feeling. Ben can be a bit attention seek¬ 
ing and occasionally defiant, however he soon calms 
down and seeks cuddles and reassurance. 

The council’s spokesman for children and families, 
Councillor Frances Nicholson, said: “There is a short¬ 
age of foster carers for Somerset County Council who 
can foster children over the age of 10, and siblings. 

“While taking on more than one child may seem a 
daunting prospect, it is often incredibly rewarding. As 
an authority we really want to increase the number of 
local foster carers. 

“By doing so, we can help give children who find 
themselves in need of care in Somerset more options 
which enable them to stay close to home, and give 
them the grounding they deserve. 

“If you are interested in making a difference to the 
life of a child - and, vitally, have at least one spare 
room - we’d love to hear from you.”

JEWELLERY expert and Bonham’s senior 
valuer, Laura Smith, gave a “sparkling" lec¬ 
ture on “A brief illustrated history of jew¬ 
ellery" to end the Neroche Decorate and Fine 
Art Society (DFAS) season. 

Laura is an expert in the history and signifi¬ 
cance of jewellery, its design and workman¬ 
ship, and she shared her knowledge with her 
audience in an informative and well-illus¬ 
trated talk. 

The earliest pieces of jewellery referred to 
were from the 15th century. Very few pieces 
survive from this time and they illustrate 
that, at this stage, diamonds were used 
uncut. 

Laura showed illustrations of pieces of jew¬ 
ellery from Georgian times, with a strong Eu¬ 
ropean influence; from the reign of William 
and Mary, when the financing of frequent 
wars meant gold was often in short supply; 
through the Victorian era; the Art Nouveau 
period and up to the present day. 

She also showed members how jewellery 
design was influenced by fashions in dress, 
by hairstyles, by availability of materials 
and/or precious stones, and even by what 
members of royalty or olden-day “celebri¬ 
ties" were wearing. 

Each period covered in Laura’s talk was il¬ 
lustrated with photos and she included anec¬ 
dotes about some of the objects in her own 
collection. She responded with good humour 
to questions from the audience, who felt that 
the evening had been both informative and 
entertaining. 

At the end of the meeting, society chairman 
Deryk Outram thanked staff at Dillington 
House for their supporting hosting meetings 


in past years. As of October, Neroche DFAS 
lectures will be held at the Tithe Barn at 
Haselbury Mill, Crewkerne TA18 7NY.

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Talented young musicians to

THE RENOWNED American jazz 
saxophonist Charlie Parker fa¬ 
mously said: “Don't play the saxo¬ 
phone. Let it play you”. For many 
saxophone players, this quote sums 
up what is often a love hate relation¬ 
ship, but at just 23 years of age, sax¬ 
ophonist Huw Wiggin's ‘Liquid gold 
tones’ certainly sound like he's hav¬ 
ing a pretty good time playing his 
chosen instrument. 

Wiggin is already in great demand 
both in the UK and abroad where he 
is recognised as a remarkable soloist 
and chamber musician. So it's under¬ 
standable that Catherine Hodgson, 
the founder and director of Concerts 
in the West, is immensely excited to 
be welcoming Huw to the West 
Country where he will be touring in 
September for the music charity. 

In what is after all a relatively 
short career to date, Huw has already 
notched up an impressive list of 
awards (including Commonwealth 
Musician of the Year), together with 
an action-packed high profile tour¬ 
ing schedule. Highlights of 2015 in¬ 



clude the commissioning of a Saxo¬ 
phone concerto, a return visit to the 
Edinburgh Festival, the opening per¬ 
formance in the Beaminster Festival 
and the release of a concerto CD. 
Amidst this he still manages to find 
time to continue his own studies, as 
well as teaching saxophone. 

A review in The Times praised Huw

It’s ‘term’ for some sound lessons with the 1AM 


THIS week the IAM’s head of driving standards, Peter Rodger is offering 
advice to parents who will be driving their children back to school across 
England and Wales. Here’s how drivers can ensure their children and 
themselves stay extra safe on our busy roads. 

Make sure your children’s school bags and lunches are prepared in ad¬ 
vance so you are not leaving in a hurry in the morning. Being rushed will 
only reduce your concentration at the wheel and will make you drive er¬ 
ratically. A little preparation can go a long way. 

Never stop on the zig-zags by the school gate; it’s dangerous and you 
may be given a penalty notice. Once parked in a safe place ensure you let 
your passengers out on the pavement side. 

Be prepared for children trying to get out the car in a rush especially 
when approaching the school gate. Use the child lock feature and 
ensure they are wearing their seatbelts so they are secure for the length of 
the journey. 

Try to arrange for a car pool with other parents. The fewer vehicles 
around the school gate the better. 

Roads surrounding schools are sometimes 20mph so it is essential 
that you keep to the limit and keep an eye out for children crossing the 
road and emerging from between parked vehicles as they may not be 
paying attention. 

New starters attending reception class are unlikely to understand the 


dangers of the road. Bear this in mind when driving nearby and keep 
your eyes peeled for children wandering into the road alone. If you’re 
dropping off young children, always get out of the car and walk them to 
the front gate. 

Do keep in mind many youngsters in the autumn are walking to school 
for the first time, especially those going to secondary school. So don’t as¬ 
sume because the children are older they will be more aware of what’s 
going on around them. The casualty figures show us this age group is the 
most likely to be involved in an accident and this time of year is the most 
likely for it to happen, so take extra care. 

Keep in mind that the key time for youngsters going to and coming back 
from school are from 7.30am and from 3pm. Be aware that bus stops 
around housing estates will most likely be busy with youngsters getting 
off and getting on coaches and buses. 

If your children are walking to school you should still make them aware 
of potential hazards on the road. Make sure they look both ways before 
crossing and encourage them to use a pedestrian crossing if there is one. 

Peter said: “Road safety is often the last thing on the minds of parents 
and children on a busy school morning. But this is the busiest time of the 
day on our roads - and chances of an accident occurring are much greater. 
Make sure you teach your children the lessons of road safety when the 
pressure is off, and they are likely to remember them when it counts.”

His inept performance 
turned what appeared to be 
a good game in the making 
into a sour, niggly encounter.
